Twenty-four hours after graduation 
from the Kelso, Wash., High School, 
Roy Gould was heaving chokers at a 
camp of the Ostrander Railway & Tim- 
ber Company. That was in 1926. He 
had gotten his education the hard way, 
working vacations for the Grant-Smith 
construction outfit. 

A brief nine years after school days, 
and after rising through the ranks to 
rigger and hooker, at Ostrander and 
Weyerhaeuser, Gould quit a payroll to 
organize the Atlas Logging Company, 
and proceeded to get out 36 million feet 
of timber in the Ryderwood area for the 
Long-Bell Lumber Company. 


Atlas and Gould have meant the same 
thing ever since. Long-Bell offered him 
larger contracts in Lewis County, which 
he took and completed. Then, in 1946, 
came a double-headed chance by which 
he might make big-time money, or lose 
his tin pants. It was a contract to tackle 
a hard show—220 million feet of high 
elevation timber near Cochran, on 
Oregon’s Tillamook Line. Railroad log 
ging in this tract had not been a success 


Young Gould struck out alone to 
cru se the chance, and came out of the 
woods several days later, convinced that 
no man had ever looked on big timber 
in rougher country. But he took the 
contract. First, with the aid of Knute 
Berger, he designed a portable skidder 
which he believed would perform well 
in the steep terrain. He pulled up 30 
miles of track. He built roads. Then he 
moved in his custom-built skidder and 
fleet of trucks; and the 220 million feet 
began rolling down to the mills at Long 
view. In the process Gould did not lose 
his tin pants. 

Meanwhile, he had seen much of the 
Tillamook Burn and came to the con 
clusion that many of those stark, gray

old snags contained good lumber. He 
bought some. He moved his Atlas outfit 
to the Burn; and in a canyon near Lee’s 
Camp Postoffice built an all-electric saw- 
mill, to operate which he formed the 
Diamond Lumber Company. 

He was right about those snags. The 
Diamond mill is still busy with them 
Gould recently acquired another mill at 
Springfield, and by the time this appears 
in print, Diamond’s new plywood plant 
at Tillamook should be in operation 

Hard-working Roy Gould’s success, 
say many of his well-wishers, is due in 
no small part to the methods he has 
devised or improved, mainly for moving 
logs cheaply from stump to mill. One 
old friend recalls that even as a young 
ster, Gould was suggesting new methods 
that worked. He was then, as now, a 
modest, rather shy person, as soft-spoken 
when rigging up a skidder as at his desk 
or drafting board. In fifteen years I have 
never heard him raise his voice. He really 
doesn’t need to. As another old friend 
puts it: “You don’t have to howl when 
you savvy the haul.”’ 
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. that worked

In 1949 Potlatch Forests, Inc. 
began producing sliced and rotary 
cut veneer at its Lewiston, Ida., plant. 
Three years later additional equip- 
ment was installed enlarging scope of 
manufacturing to include plywood. 
Now this plant converts nearly all 
its various types of veneers into 
plywood, having practically discon- 
tinued marketing veneer as such. 

Originally the veneer production 
started on specialty veneers, par- 
ticularly door stile and rail stock. 
The entire output was marketed to 
door and plywood manufacturers. 
Subsequently the marketing situa- 
tion changed. As popularity of flush 
doors increased, demand for door

stiles and rails diminished. This fac- 
tor, along with PFI’s policy of ever 
higher utilization, was of consider- 
able influence in deciding to change 
over to plywood production. 

The various plywoods manufac- 
tured, all with rotary cut core, con- 
sist of knotty white pine (sliced), 
knotty spruce (sliced), clear Pon- 
derosa pine (sliced and rotary cut), 
and small amount of clear larch (ro- 
tary.) Some rotary cut red fir—in- 
land Douglas fir—goes into core 
stock. Grades include AA, AB, clear

concerned in working up the plant 
layout and selecting the compon- 
ents 

Slicing stock arrives at plywood 
plant from the sawmill as cants for 
knotty veneer, or flitches for cleat 
flat grain veneer, steamed, and then 
sliced by a Capital slicer using 213 
in. knife. Peeler blocks, to be rotary 
cut into veneer, are cut to length in 
the pond and transported from there 
directly to a Globe barker in green 
end of plywood plant by an over- 
head monorail. Most of the barking 
is by a compression type head, which 
removes bark without disturbing the 
wood, but the barker also has a ross- 
ing head for use when needed. 

A Merritt lathe of 60 in. swing and 
110 in. knife, powered by Ajax steam 
engine through 2-speed magnetic 
clutch of Merritt design, converts 
the peeler blocks into veneer. Con- 


tinuous lengths of veneer coming 
from the lathe wind onto reels, the 
filled reels providing extensive green 
veneer storage in a small amount of 
plant floor area. The veneer unreels 
to a Merritt semi-automatic clipper. 

Two Moore veneer dryers—one 
16-section 5-line and the other 12- 
dry both the sliced 
and rotary-cut veneer. 

This plant has extensive patch- 
line facilities for both veneer and 
plywood. Patches of various sorts, 
including boat and cookie for veneer 
and sled and shim for plywood, are 
all beveled, either at sides or ends, 
and glued in place. Veneer patch- 
line equipment, all Globe, includes 
one cookie and one boat patch mak- 
er, defect cutter of each type and 
three electrically heated hot patch 
setters which take both kinds of 
patches.

Other processing facilities of the 
veneer section includes a Merritt 
edge jointer, which has a hydraulic 
clamp for holding several pieces of 
veneer in place as traveling jointer 
head cuts smooth, straight edge and 
applies resin glue to the newly cut 
face; three Diehl edge gluers unify- 
ing narrow sliced veneers into 52x 
100 in. sheets, and five Merritt dry 
clippers which have not been used 
extensively since adding the ply- 
wood section. 

To complement this veneer sec- 
tion, complete plywood facilities 
were added for producing various 
interior specialty panels. 

In the glue room equipped with 
Fluckinger mixing and storage 
equipment, Monsanto soybean no- 
clamp glue is prepared and pumped 
by Gould pumps to two Laucks- 
Globe spreaders for application to 
core veneer. The glued, laid-up 
stock is double decked by a cable- 
suspended, electric-powered pick-up 
machine, designed by Hubenthal, 
prior to entering Wienker-Marolf 
hydraulic cold press for forming into 
plywood. Subsequent to pressing, 
panels are placed in storage for 24 
hours before going through Globe 
skinner and Mereen-Johnson cut- 


off. 


Two types of glued-in-place panel 
patching are used, shim and sled. 


The shim patches have beveled 
edges and sled patches are feathered 
at both ends, thus making for firmly 
attached patches.

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Olympic Park Pot Boils 


State And Federal 


As Fall came to Washington's 
Olympic Peninsula last month, it 
brought a heavy round of public 
hearings on the subject: “What 
should be done about the boundar- 
ies of the Olympic National Park?” 
These hearings were conducted by 
the House Interior & Insular Affairs 
Committee and by Washington Gov- 
ernor Arthur B. Langlie’s Park Re- 
view Committee, composed of inter- 
ested citizens representing various 
organizations and viewpoints. 

The $64 question has not yet been 
fully answered. One final hearing 
scheduled by the governor’s com- 
mittee is to be held October 16 at 
the College of Forestry on the Uni- 
versity of Washington campus. These 
are open hearings where anyone can 
appear before the committee to ex- 
press his views. 

After the evidence from the var- 
ious hearings is collected, the com- 
mittee will then meet to determin: 
the nature of the report to be sub- 
mitted to the governor. In general, 
the interests of the committee mem 
bers would tend to divide them into 
two “camps,” one for reduction or 
adjustment of the boundaries and 
another for no reduction or even for 
enlargement of the park. 

Governor Langlie’s personal opin- 
ion on the boundaries of the Park 
became known publicly in the last 
months of the recent Democratic ad- 
ministration when he strongly pro- 
tested the president’s approval of 
adding another 48,000 acres to the 
Park area. 

U. S. Rep. Russell V. Mack (R., 
Wash.) has proposed a detailed plan 
which would transfer large areas of 
land suitable chiefly for growing 
timber back into national forest sta- 
tus to be administered by the Olym- 
pic National Forest, with headquar- 
ters in Olympia. Mr. Mack believes 
that all the best scenic areas could 
be preserved within the boundaries 
of a smaller park which would be 
more efficiently administered. Mr. 
Mack sought the suggestions of Gov 
Langlie for returning portions of the 
Park to Forest Service ownership 
and the governor in turn appointed 
his review committee, whose job it 
will be to advise him of specific 
boundary recommendations. 

How an organization known as the 
Washington State Parks Association 
feels about the size of the Olympic 
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Park was made public on Sept. 17 in 
Aberdeen when it passed a motion 
opposing reduction of present boun- 


daries of the Park. 


In general, the forest products in- 
dustry has been in agreement with 
the idea of a generous sized park to 
preserve examples of the rain forest 
trees and of other flora, wildlife and 
other worthwhile features of the 
Olympic Mountains, which are 
recognized as one of America’s out- 
standing wilderness areas. What 
lumber people have objected to prin- 
cipally is that many fine timber areas 
are of little significance as far as 
public recreation or appreciation are 
concerned and would more properly 
be administered by the F. S 


THE LUMBERMAN, as one of a 
group of Miller Freeman Publica- 
tions covering several basic indus- 
tries in America, has consistently 
advocated conservation of the natu- 
ral resources, by which is meant the 
“wise use” of the resource and not 
the ultra-conservationist or preser- 
vationist standpoint of “Thou Shalt 
Not Cut.” Mr. Miller Freeman, presi- 
dent and founder of the firm, was in- 
strumental in exposing the “Cascade 
National Park” grab before it mate- 
rialized. This proposed move by the 
Ickes-controlled Department of the 
Interior would have made the entire 
backbone of the Cascade Range in 
the state of Washington into one 
national park, forever 
all timber resources. 


THE LUMBERMAN believes that 
a lot of people whose sentiment is 
with keeping the Park as is—or even 
enlarging it—are uninformed or do 
not care to be informed, as to indus- 
try’s stake in keeping timberlands 
ever productive and that they are 
also unaware of the fact that state 
and federal logging requirements 
are specifically designed to keep the 
timberlands protected and produc- 
tive. THE LUMBERMAN also be- 
lieves that this highly vocal cross- 
section of the people are unfairly 
condemning industry’s forest prac- 
tices of today.

A resident of the state of Wash- 
ington, Mr. Orville A. Kenyon, re- 
cently wrote a letter in regards to 
the Olympic National Park which 
was published in the Port Angeles, 
Wash., Evening News. The letter in- 
cluded the following statement: “I 
am not in sympathy with the effort

of the timber interests to grab off 
the cream of the virgin timber in 
the OLYMPIC NATIONAL PARK 
and leave it a denuded ghost camp 
area.” 

Believing that such statements 
presented to the public should not 
go unchallenged, THE LUMBER- 
MAN asked Mr. L. T. Webster, 
Washington state supervisor of for- 
estry, to state his opinion as to 
whether “a denuded ghost camp 
area” is likely today. Mr. Webster's 
answer is as follows: 

“To me it seems very unfortunate 
that anyone living in the State of 
Washington should make such a 
statement as listed in the last para- 
graph of Mr. Kenyon’s letter. I hold 
no brief for the lumberman who is 
doing a poor job in the management 
of private or public timber lands, and 
likewise I hold no brief for the ultra- 
conservationist who seems willing 
and anxious to classify all represen- 
tatives of the lumber industry in the 
category of the big, bad wolf who 
sweeps through our forest leaving a 
trail of ghost camps behind. 

“The fact of the matter is that the 
majority of our operators, from an 
overall acreage standpoint, are doing 
a good job of forest management on 
their lands. From the harvesting of 
this timber crop almost a billion dol- 
lars is brought into the State of 
Washington each year. This repre- 
sents a larger income than all of our 
combined industries. Almost 50% 
of the entire industrial payroll of the 
State of Washington is supported by 
the lumber industry. This means 
that regardless of what our business 
or profession may be, if we live in 
the State of Washington we are 
heavily dependent for our livelihood 
on the orderly and proper harvesting 
of our forest crops. 

“In making this statement it is 
neither my desire nor my intent to 
make a recommendation relative to 
the park controversy but I do want 
to urge with facility at my command, 
that the problem be approached with 
sincere fairness on the part of all 
individuals representing both sides 
(editor's italics) as I am convinced 
that this approach will bring about 
a solution most satisfactory to every- 
one.” 

The italicized statement in the last 
paragraph above is, THE LUMBER- 
MAN believes, the crux of the situ-

To avert serious loss of 500 million bf killed in 
Forks burn on Washington's Olympic Peninsula 


Logging the gigantic Forks 
burn on the Olympic Peninsula in 
the extreme northwest corner in 
the State of Washington (and the 
U. S.) has turned out to be one of 
the biggest and fastest salvage jobs 
in history. During the peak of sum- 
mer operations, a daily average of a 
million b. f. of logs was being taken 
from the burn area. 

Men and machines have moved in 
from all over western Washington 
to log out as much dead and down 
timber on the burn as possible be- 
fore it rots beyond economic salvage 
limits. Pulp species constitute rough- 
ly two-thirds of the dead timber, 
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which will deteriorate rapidly after 
two or three years standing or lying 
in the burn. 

Approximately one-half the logs 
from the burn go to the big wood- 
using plants at Port Angeles—Penin- 
sula Plywood Corp., pulp and paper 
plant of Fibre-board Products, Inc., 
and to the sulfite pulp mill of Rayon- 
ier, Inc. Logs dumped at Port An- 
geles also figure prominently in 
straight money transactions involv- 
ing a number of large operators in 
the Puget Sound area, and account 
for the other half of output. Rayon- 
ier (see pictures) re-loads its logs 
from trucks to rail cars at its reload

trolled several days later, had 
burned about 1500 acres. Following 
extremely dry and_ unseasonally 
warm weather, a high and dry east 
wind rekindled the original blaze 
on the early morning of September 
20 and in the matter of a few hours 
had travelled the 18 air-line miles 
to a point beyond the town of Forks 
District Ranger Sanford M. “Sandy” 
Floe remembers standing on a ridge 
behind the Snider Ranger Station 
and watching the raging fire spot 
ahead as far as five miles in a single 
jump. 

The Forks burn covers, primarily, 
the main drainages of the North and 
South Forks of the Calawah river as 
well as part of the drainage of Sole- 
duck river. In all it covered around 
35,000 acres, of which about 20,000 
acres is in state and private owner- 
ship and consists mainly of cut-over 
and burned-over timber. The re- 
mainder of 15,000 acres lies within 
the boundaries of Soleduck Ranger 
District of the Olympic National 
Forest and it is on this government-

owned area that the bulk of the sal- 
vage logging is being carried on. 

Figures supplied by the U. S. For- 
est Service state that the estimated 
volume of F. S. timber killed is 
514,500,000 board feet. The value of 
this timber is figured at $6,266,541, 
including cooperative deposits which 
will be spent for slash disposal and 
reforestation. Roughly, logs to be 
salvaged will produce a value of 
about $27,500,000. 


NO SLASH BURNING 

The results of the combination of 
odd circumstances that produced the 
Forks fire are severe enough to con- 
vince the federal foresters that they 
don’t want it to happen again. They 
do not want to witness a demonstra- 
tion of fire’s awesome ability to re- 
turn to burned-over lands and wipe 
out healthy stands of reproduction, 
such as has occurred on the Tilla- 
mook burn in Oregon. The Forest 
Service states that there will be no 
slash disposal by burning on the 
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Also the outfits log- 
ging the burn are being constantly 
inspected to see that all the fire 
fighting equipment required by the 
state laws and federal timber sale 
regulations is kept handy and usable 
at all times. Each operator furnishes 
a full-time fire foreman, fire fight- 
ing equipment and communications 
equipment to all sides and his head- 
quarters

State law requires snags 
oven 25’ high or over 16” dbh to be 
felled by the operators; hence no 
snag patch remnant will be visible 
when the salvage is over.

The huge fire prompted the Forest 
Service to postpone all current green 
timber sales so as to concentrate on 
the salvage. All operators in the 
area generously cooperated and 
turned to the big task of getting out 
the killed timber and the occasional 
pockets of green timber the fire 
skipped 


75 MM FIRST YEAR 

In the first year of the salvage 
program, which was 1952, approxi- 
mately 75 million board feet were 
salvaged. As of the first of Septem- 
ber, the 1953 cut was approximately 
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107 million, making a total to date 
of over 182 million board feet. That 
leaves around 330 million feet to go. 
While the original deadline was stip- 
ulated in contracts as December 31, 
1953, sales will be extended into 
1954 and it is hoped by the F. S. that 
the burn will be cleaned up next 
year. 

In the early stages of this program, 
manufacturers discriminated against 
these logs because they were burned 
However as more experience is 
gained, users are learning that these 
are of good quality and that little

damage has resulted from the fire 

And while the logging of the burn 
is a major project, its rehabilitation 
is by no means a minor task. Seed 
is now being gathered for planting 
and also for seeding by helicopter 
The success of the restoration will 
depend on the ability of the site to 
take the seeds and also on the seed 
itself; at present there is a shortage 
of available seed throughout the 
Douglas fir region. Douglas fir is the 
preferred species on reforesting the 
burn, followed by Western hemlock 
and then spruce on the damper sites

MANAGEMENT PLANS 

Timber management plans for the 
national ranger district in 
which the burn occurred, the Sole- 
duck Ranger District, have been 
drastically affected by the burn. The 
Soleduck and Calawah Working Cir- 
cles are being consolidated into one 
management area. Salvage of the 
burn opened the eyes of the Forest 
Service to the fact that it is possible 
to obtain far greater utilization and 
less breakage than was formerly ex- 
pected. Ranger “Sandy” Floe is 
quite pleased to find that the oper- 
ators are taking a lot of pains in 
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forest 


yarding and falling and in clearing 
out “lays” for falling in many cases. 
Applied on future green sales, these 
better woods practices will make it 
possible to procure the allowable 
annual cutting volume from far 
fewer acres of timber land. 

However, while many operators 
are showing that it is possible to 
realize this greater volume through 
more care and handling, at the same 
time they doubt whether it is justi- 
fied economically. Many operators 
feel that the Forest Service is too 
strict on requirements for picking 
up everything with a log scale of at 
least 50 board feet, which usually 
means material down to a 10 or 12 
inch top, as well in road construc- 
tion specifications. 

When the burn is completely sal- 
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vaged and all roads turned over to 
the Forest Service, that agency will 
have 115 miles of permanent roads 
to maintain itself, largely for pro- 
tection purposes. 


LOGGERS PROTEST 

Some operators believe that the 
close utilization requirements of the 
F. S. work a hardship on operators, 
who experience difficulty in selling 
their logs. They also feel that too 
close utilization retards the salvage 
of the burn. They are protesting the 
high standard because of prevailing 
economic conditions and because 
they believe the expediency they 
must maintain does not permit it 
Operators also feel that the F. S. is 
insisting on the construction of roads 
to a higher standard than is neces- 
sary and at a considerably higher 
cost to the logger than is necessary 
They say that the big network of 
permanent roads will be a heavy 
burden for the F. S. to maintain. 

The burn covers some extremely 
rough mountain country and oper- 
ators are constructing roads under 
extremely adverse and costly condi- 
tions, which in themselves have 
slowed down the salvage program 

Although there are about 20 sides 
working in the salvage, the timber 
sales themselves have been made to 
a few of the large companies, among 
which are Peninsula Plywood Corp.; 
Rayonier, Inc.; Fibreboard Products, 
Inc.; National Loggers’ Association, 
supplying logs to the new National 
Plywood Corp. of Washington at 
Beaver on Lake Pleasant; Albion 
Creek Logging Co.; and Walter Kelly 
Logging Co. Standard Logging Co 
supplies logs to the Carlsborg saw- 
mill. Also, Lloyd Allen Log. Co. and 
Kemp & Balch, both independents, 
have each negotiated salvage sales 

Each company employs from one 
up to as many as nine gyppos (Ray- 
onier, Inc.). Although there are 
many gyppos on the burn who are 
contracting just hauling or yarding 
and loading, some independent op- 
erators have two sides going, all with 
the latest equipment, as well as a 
fleet of their own trucks and road 
building equipment. 

One feature of the close utilization 
of dead timber is the great num- 
ber of pulpwood cutters scattered 
throughout the burn. These are 
mostly one or two man operations, 
and all they require is a flat-bed 
truck and a winch or small power 
unit to pull the logs in. There are 
a lot of dead stands which are un- 
economical to log with heavy equip- 
ment which lend themselves well to 
the individual “pulpwooders.”

Robert Neils, who arrived at 
his present position as logging su- 
perintendent of J. Neils Lumber Co., 
Libby, Mont., through a long series 
of specialty woods jobs, has packed 
his years with industrial experience.

The 
resultant company safety program 
paid off in marked decrease in ac- 
cident frequency rate to the extent 
that under Safety Supervisor Robert 
Neils the J. Neils organization won 
annual Forest Products Safety Con- 
ference awards in competition with 
other western firms of the industry. 
The company won the pine logging 
safety award in 1946 and ’48; pine 
sawmill award in °46, °47, °48, °49 
and combined sawmill and logging 
in 47 and ’48. 


Accomplishments in the field of 
industrial safety projected Robert 
forward in that organization. In 
June of 1943 he served as vice-chair- 
man of the annual Forest Products 
Safety Conference and a year later 
he presided as chairman of the an- 
nual session which was held at 


Klamath Falls, Oregon. 


Aside from the safety activities 
came other participations which are 
generally considered full-time jobs. 
These include log scaling, driving 
truck, operating bulldozers, skidding

Addition of Second Gang in 
Montana Sawmill Brought 
Surprisingly Good Results 


Forest Products Co., converted 
its gang sawmill, at Kalispell, Mont., 
from a single to two-gang mill last 
spring by installing a Dominion- 
Premier 25 in. sash gang. The log 
gang, which formerly converted logs 
directly to wane-edge boards, now 
functions as a canting rig, convert- 
ing logs primarily into cants and 
secondarily to one-inch stock. The 
latter goes to the edger and the for- 
mer to sash gang. 

This organization is headed by 
President C. I. O'Neil, Vice Presi- 
dent C. H. O’Neil and Secretary- 
Treasurer L. E. O'Neil. 

C. H. O'Neil, who also officiates as 
sawmill superintendent, explained 
that the recent addition of second 
gang materially improved the lum- 
ber grade recovery. With the present 
set-up much edging is eliminated 
as most all stock comes from sash 
gang as square-cornrede, on-size 
boards. However, he pointed out, 
the main reason for installing the 
additional unit stems from the fact 
that it facilitates cutting lumber to 
order. The change-over had the in- 
cidental effect of increasing output 
in an 8-hour day from 10 to 20 
thousand feet with the addition of 
one man at green chain and none at 
the sawmill. Previously the mill cut 
around 40M board feet per day log 
scale with 7 men on mill floor. 

Sawed stock emerged from log- 
gang onto live rolls leading to edger 
transfer. A sawyer activated West- 
inghouse Motocylinder raises a hold- 
ing bracket from beneath to lift the 
cant from rolls and thus prevent :t 
from traveling along rolls with the 
sidecut. After the thin stock clears 
the held cant, transfer lift chains

Square-edge boards produced by 
the Premier gang travel on live rolls 
to transfer leading to a gang trimmer 
which has 11 overhead saws, each 
powered by individual 5 h.p. Master 
motor. 

A Diamond double edger receives 
stock primarily from the log gang 
headrig via transfer leading from 
rolls behind the gang. Stock can 
also be routed from log gang to the 
opposite side of the double edger. 
Boards discharging from edger to 
transfer leading to the trimmer, any 
requiring re-edging are removed 
from the chains by an electric 
“Swede” and routed back to main 
feed side of the edger for rerunning.

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MILLIONS FOR ACCESS ROADS 


Bureau of Land Management has $15,000,000 program under way 
in Oregon and private owners everywhere have big road schedules 


This article outlining the timber ac- 
cess road building program now in pro- 
gress and projected, concludes a feature 
started in the September LUMBER- 
MAN. The first article presented data 
relating to the access road program of 
the U.S. Forest Service. This conclud- 
ing chapter tells of the Bureau of Land 
Management’s 500 mile program on 
O & C lands in Oregon. $15,000,000 to 
build 300 miles of road have been ap- 
propriated. This chapter also tells of 
private road building activity, indicat- 
ing conclusively that huge road build- 
ing programs are under way not only 
for 1953 but for next year. This road 
building program on both public and 
private lands is a project that it will 
take many years to consumate. In fact 
it is a never ending program .. . Editor 


To provide access, “to haul 
out”, over 10 billion board feet of 
timber which is at present either in- 
accessible or without adequate roads, 
the Bureau of Land Management 
Swan Island Sta. Portland 18, Ore., 
has found that approximately 500 
miles of mainline access roads are 
needed. About 300 miles of this is 
proposed for construction by ap- 
propriated funds. Surveys and in- 
ventories show that major road pro- 
jects will be necessary in 15 drain- 
ages. Two-thirds of the timber vol 


ume in these areas is Federally 


Showing construc- 
tion on the Bureau 
of Land Maonage- 
ment’s Smith River 
timber access road 
Construc- 
tion of this road 
will open up some 
three billion feet 
of timber in the 
drainage. it is 
said that the

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owned. Construction cost for the 300 
miles would exceed $15,000,000. 

The BLM access road program in 
the O&C forests is currently de- 
signed to accomplish three major ob- 
jectives. First, and the most urgent 
of these, is to reach and salvage as 
much of the blowdown, beetle-killed 
and fire-killed volume as possible, 
and in the shortest time possible. 

Second, to harvest the mature and 
over-age stands as rapidly as pos- 
sible consistent with sustained yield 
principles in order to prevent deter- 
ioration and to increase the yield 
per acre. 

Third, and of at least equal im- 
portance, is to make timber available 
to woodworking communities and to 
provide access into large drainages 
for fire control and forest manage 
ment activities. 

Because of the high priorities of 
road construction for salvage, the 
road projects selected for the last two 
years have been those which will 
reach the salvage with the 
shortest amount of road. These were 
restricted to areas which could not be 
reached in the course of normal road 
construction through allowances for 
cost in timber sale contracts 


most 
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In its access road program the 
BLM will follow, insofar as condi- 
tions will permit the guideline of 
securing or providing access to all 
timber in each drainage by the most 
economical single route. Wherever 
there is an existing road which is 
adequate or which can be made 
adequate, the road will be used if a 
reasonable agreement can be reached 
for its use, 

In some situations this will mean 
the use and extension of privately 
owned roads, in others the use of 
county roads. In still other areas, 
where the construction project will 
cost a large sum of money, Federal 
development with appropriated funds 
will often be the most satisfactory 
In fact, it may often be the only 
means of building the road. 

Where national forest or BLM tim- 
ber is dominant, and where the 
length and expense of road construc- 
tion to the first timber sale area is 
high, it is reasonable to assume that 
these expensive mainline roads will 
be built by the Federal government 

The BLM transportation system 
plan has been designed to take into 
acount the various situations and the 
type of access which would best fit 
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each case 

In western Oregon the BLM has 
been hardpressed by an emergency 
for the past two years, and it now 
that this condition 
will continue for at least three more 
With an estimated 3 billion 
feet of merchantable timber 
dead and on the ground by wind- 
throw or standing dead because of 
the Douglas-fir bark beetle epidemic, 
given impetus by the windfalls, or 
dead because of major forest fires, 
many emergency 
been taken. 

During the last 18 months there 
have been more than 400 salvage 
sales in which an excess of 315 mil- 
lion board feet have been sold. The 
volume of salvage offered for sale 
is steadily increasing. 

The BLM now has two major ac- 
cess roads under construction, paid 
for by Federal appropriations. Other 
Federal roads are planned where it is 
not feasible to build them through 
requirements in timber con- 
tracts. Most logging roads to BLM 
timber, be it O& C or public domain, 
are built, however, by logging opera- 
tors with an allowance made in the 
stumpage appraisal to 
struction cost. 

The Federal access roads under 
construction are the Smith River 
system and the Quartzville mainline. 

The Quartzville project, 12 miles 
in length, is on Quartzville Creek, a 
tributary of the Middle Fork of the 
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Santiam River in Linn County and 
is scheduled for completion by Oc- 
tober of 1953. It will provide main- 
line access for approximately 2 bil- 
lion board feet of merchantable tim- 
ber — 1,800 million board feet of 
which is Federally owned and 200 
million board feet privately owned. 
The road is being built by private 
contractors under supervision of the 
Bureau of Public Roads. The cost 
will be approximately $800,000. 

The largest project to date for the 
BLM is the Smith River access road 
system. A total of 58 miles of con- 
struction is planned at a cost of ap- 
proximately $4,000,000. Some 3 bil- 
lion board feet of timber is tributary 
to this road system. Approximately 
58 percent of the stumpage is O&C, 
12 percent national forest, 30 percent 
privately owned. 

The Smith River project begins 
about 15 miles inland from Reeds- 
port and Gardiner. It will reach, 
when completed to the headwaters of 
the Smith River, the worst blowdown 
and bark beetle infested area on the 


West Coast. 


Private Programs 


Road building is a major factor in 
every logging operation. While pri- 
vate operators normally construct 
much of the road to be used in re- 
moving timber from U.S. Forest 
Service areas, a tremendous mileage 
of roads is constructed annually on 
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Maps showing location: Some of the major

privately owned timber lands. 

THE LUMBERMAN has attempt- 
ed to sample the road building ac- 
tivities of a number of lumber com- 
panies in various parts of the coun- 
try. The replies all indicate large 
road building programs and ex- 
penditures of vast sums for this pur 
pose. 


Cost of access roads vary greatly, 
perhaps from a few hundred dollars 
per mile in flat open country, to as 
high as $100,000 per mile in rough 
rocky country. It costs a lot of money 
to build two-way, all weather roads, 
with the bridges, culverts, and other 
facilities that go with a good road 
system. One logging authority says 
that $30,000 per mile should be a 
fair average cost for a first class all 
weather two lane timber access 
road in the Douglas fir region. 


Some idea of the road timber ac- 
cess road building activity in 1953 
on public lands and the forecast for 
1954 may be found in the following 
brief digests of reports to THE LUM- 
BERMAN from company executives. 


Diamond Match Co., Spokane, 
Wash.

Urge USFS to build roads 


A meeting, held to obtain public 
opinion on the advisability of build- 
ing timber access roads in Umpqua 
National Forest with public funds 
as demanded before allotment of 
funds, was called August 25 at Rose- 
burg, Ore., by Forest Supervisor R. 
A. Aufderheide. Major reasons given 
for construction of roads through 
public funds were: Construction 
would permit speed-up in salvage 
operations of bark-beetle infested 
timber. The high cost of construction 
of the roads would make it prohi- 
bitive for purchases to build. The 
allowable cut on forests could be in- 
creased. In order to preserve the 
important fishery of this area, addi- 
tional expenses would be incurred 
which would place undue burden on 
a timber purchaser. 

If approved by Regional Forester 
Herbert Stone, funds can be allotted 
for construction of the proposed 
projects. 

Estimated cost of projected con- 
struction was as follows: Steamboat 
road (6 miles) $400,000; Singe Creek 
(3 miles) $150,000; Panther Creek 
road (6 miles) $350,000; and recon- 
structing segments of South Umpqua 
road, $115,000

of the Port Mellon mill were manu- 
factured from waste produced in the 
Nos. 1 and 2 mills. A whole log 
chipper has been provided at No. 3 
mill to make up any deficiency in 
chip supply and to provide chips in 
case of major breakdown at 1 or 2. 
Other equipment installed there was 
a barker and a waste chipper. 

The existing facilities at the No.3 
mill consisted of a 30 inch Heaps 
gangsaw for breaking down the logs 
into boards at speeds of 15 to 20 feet 
per minute. Board and slabs are then 
passed through an edger to the trim- 
mer deck, and thence to the green 
chain. Waste slabs and edgings are 
slashed to 4” lengths at the trim saws 
and dropped through the deck skids 
into a waste conveyer. 

The basic plan for layout and con- 
struction of the barking and chip- 
ping plant at the No. 3 mill was de- 
termined on the assumption that the 
future output of pulp from the Port 
Mellon mill was not likely to exceed 
200 tons per day of kraft pulp re- 
quiring a supply of about 500 units 
of chips per day (100,000 cubic feet). 
Barking and chipping equipment was 
selected to meet those requirements. 

All conveyers and decks are of 
fabricated steel mounted on timber 
bolsters built up from the operating 
floor support beams. The transfer 
deck at No. 3 Mill is a Sumner proj-

The whole log chipper chosen is a 
6-knife Sanadian Sumner 112” disc 
handling up to 26” diameter logs. The 
engine-type drive motor operating 
this machine is a Marathon Electric 
Corp. 500 h.p. synchronous unit. 
Chips from the 112” chipper dis- 
charge to a mutli-strand chain con- 
veyer operating in a 4’ -6” wide by 2’ 
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deep trough. This conveyer dis- 
charges into a 48” wide Goodyear belt 
conveyer feeding directly into the 
chip surge bins ahead of the screens. 


Additional Chipper 


In addition, there is a small, high- 
speed 8-knife Sumner chipper which 
converts slabs, edgings and trim- 
mings from the sawmill into chips. 
The disc diameter is 54”. Chips are 
blown into a cyclone and loaded onto 
a 24” troughing belt, which in turn 
feeds them into the main 48” belt 
conveyer from the 112” chipper, and 
thence to the chip screen feed bins. 

Two Dillion circle throw vibrating 
screens of three-deck design are 
mounted side by side with a common 
surge bin above. Star-type feeders 
distribute the chips to each of the 
screens. Plows mounted on the 48” 
belt conveyer feeding the bin enable 
the full chip output to be diverted to 
either screen or divided between the 
two. 

At the top of the log haul the 84” 
swing cutoff saw of Sumner design 
is driven by a 60 h.p. General Elec- 
tric motor at a peripheral speed of 
14,000 f.p.m. Log jaws for holding 
the log while sawing were not pro- 
vided, but one roll on each side of 
the saw was mounted higher than 
the balance of the roll case to insure 
that the log would be supported at 
the cutting point.

LUMBER FROM SMALL LOGS 


Oregon company comes up with an answer to an old problem 


The Forest Green Lumber 
Company’s all electric with air feed 
small log gang mill at Cave Junction, 
Oregon, is a contradiction in many 
ways to the standard technique of 
producing lumber, 

Owned and operated by John Ny- 
lund and Walt Holm of Grants Pass, 
this compact mill was designed to 
overcome a number of problems 
associated with standard mill opera- 
tion 

The application of good milling, 
heavy volume and time saving fea- 
tures is evident in each step along 
the production path at this mill. 

First, the mill is engineered to 
accomodate logs from 6” up to 18”. 
This allows the twelve 3-man log- 
ging crews greater mobility and the 
opportunity to cut over a longer sea- 
son than “shows” cutting heavier 
logs 

Another unusual feature on the 
logging side is that the logs are 
scaled by the cord. The logging 
trucks generally dump around 5 
cords of logs per load into the pond 
and according to Keith Owens, su- 
perintendent of the Cave Junction 
operation, approximately 100 cords 
a day are delivered to their mill 
pond, Another point is that during 
winter months, farmers in the sur- 
rounding area can bring their smaller 
logs to the pond for quick and pro- 
fitable sale 


The mill operation operates on one 
shift and employs 10 men. The plans 
ire to 


maintain production on a

year-round basis which assures a 
steady payroll for men employed and 
a boost to the economy of the area. 
The logs are lifted from the pond 
onto an electrically operated log 
deck and the sawyer locks them to 
the single feeder chain carriage. 
They are then processed through a 
Salem Equipment and Supply Co., 
4 saw pole mill in which the saws 
can be set to cut cants and 1” and 
2” boards. This cut stock then feeds 
onto a transfer table where the 
is disposed of by dropping 
into a deep conveyor which carries 
it directly to the burner. The cants 
and boards are fed from the transfer 
table into the edger which is de- 
signed to cut up to 8-2” widths on 
one side and adjustable widths on 
the other. This rough stock then 
continues on to the green chain 
where it travels up to a transfer

station for the cants. They are lifted 
onto a merry-go-round for resaw- 
ing. Balance of the lumber is pulled 
for the various dimensions and then 
shipped by truck to the Planing Mill 
Division in Grants Pass for finishing. 

The mill is capable of producing 
up to 50,000 board feet of fir pe: 
day and according to the manage- 
ment this 5000 foot day, per man, 
stems from the simplicity of design 
of the mill plus the easy and quick 
disposal of refuse material by means 
of the deep refuse conveyor that 
parallels the cutting units. 

Adjustments to the size of cuts de- 
sired can be quickly accomplished 
at the Salem pole mill and the ar- 
rangement of controls for the differ- 
ent phases of operation from one 
end to the other are factors that 
contribute to the outstanding volume 
and versatility of the operation

An Engineered Saw Changing Device 


A new saw changing device 
installed over the No. 3 band mill in 
Mill “A” The Pacific Lumber Co., 
Scotia, Calif., enables two men to 
change the saws on the big 9 
Allis-Chalmers headrig in three 
minutes or less with only two men. 

The device was designed by W. H. 
“Hub” Rambo, Engineer, Portland, 
Oregon, and is one of a number of 
modern improvements about the 
plant sponsored by The Pacific Lum- 
ber Company 

The saw changing device is housed 
in a tower 35’ high over the filing 
room floor. At the top of the tower 
is mounted a steel “I” beam track, 
made of 10” steel “I” beam, and 
powered with 2-3 H. P. General 
Electric motors. On each end of each 
of the motors is mounted a 1014” 
drum which raises and lowers the 
saws by means of 38” wire rope. 

These electric hoists are equipped 
with magnetic brakes. The wire 
ropes are fastened to the tops of two 
saw hoods. One hood is always kept 
hanging up with a sharp saw on it. 
The other hood is down below the 
filing room floor level, acting as a 
catcher and resting on the posts of 
the top wheel of the band saw. 

When the head sawyer wants to 
change a saw, he gives the head filer 
in Mill “A” a signal via buzzer. The 
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sawyer then saws the saw down with 
the log and as soon as the saw stops, 
the off-bearer releases the band mill 
strain and the saw is put on the hood 
that is waiting for it. 

With push button controls, two of 
the filing room helpers lift the dull 
saw up by means of the electric 
hoist and lower the sharp one. 

The mechanical, or millwright 
crew at Mill “A” contribute some- 
thing to this operation too. Formerly 
the sawdust and debris that accumu- 
lated on the trap door under the top 
wheel of the saw had to be cleaned 
off manually when saws were 
changed. A door was rigged up with 
scissorlike hinges, attached a Hi- 
Matic cylinder, operated with a 
Valvair valve. The cylinder is 4” 
dia., with 37” stroke. Now the saw- 
yer just operates the valve, the door 
goes up and the debris is dumped 
into the trash conveyor almost in- 
stantaneously. 

A complete change is made and 
saw back in the cut again within 
three minutes. 

Down on the mill floor is another 
device of the head millwright’s, 
which is helping to improve produc- 
tion. This is a timber turner to keep 
the heavy timbers from slamming 
down on the roll cases. These cants 
come big—10-12” thick and 48” wide. 
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When a cant comes along bound 
for the Wicks gang saw, the off- 
bearer operates a Valvair valve 
which in turn activates a 10 x 24” 
Hanna air cylinder. The air cylinder 
is hooked to a steel arm which is 
hinged to the roll casing. 

This arm has a steel lip. As the 
cant comes along, it is lowered easily 
by the arm, the steel keeping the 
cant in place until it is off the rollers 
and on to the chains taking it to the 
gang saw. 


No Overtime for Truckers 


Santiam Lumber Co., with mills at 
Lebanon and Sweet Home, Ore., does 
not have to pay overtime to truckers 
owning their own equipment who 
are contract haulers for the firm, 
according to ruling by U. S. District 
Judge Gus. J. Solomon. He ruled 
against Secy. of Labor Martin P. 
Durkin, who had sued the company 
for alleged violation of the fair labor 
standards act. According to the 
judge’s ruling these drivers are en- 
trepreneurs as well as laborers. 


Public Timber Sales 


Ten parcels of O&C timber were 
sold during August for a total of 
$131,000, according to William G. 
Guernsey, regional administrator of 
Bureau of Land Management, Port- 
land, Ore. Successful bidders were 
Alsea Lumber Co., Alsea; Glen E. 
Park, Estacada; Fischer Lumber Co.., 
Marcola; Hult Lumber Co., Junction 
City; Ronald P. Snellstrom and 
Montgomery & Spencer, both of Eu- 
gene; Long-Bell Lumber Co., Eu- 
gene;.A. J. Rackley, Springfield; and 
The Robert Dollar Co., Glendale. 

Roseburg Lumber Co., Dillard, 
Ore., purchased 9.9 million feet of 
timber put up for sale by Umpqua 
National Forest in late August. The 
company bid $9.15 per M for 9.57 
million feet of Douglas fir and $2.65 
per M for 370,000 feet of hemlock and 
other associated species. 


Turns Co-operative 


Employees of the Hardel Plywood 
Corp., Olympia, Wash., have organ- 
ized the Hardel Mutual Plywood 
Corporation and taken over owner- 
ship and operation of the plant. 
There are ninety owners. The new 
co-operative is capitalized at $420,000.

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POWER RECEEDER FOR THE FILING ROOM BENCH 


One of the best places to look 
for that old Yankee ingeniousness 
in a sawmill is in the filing room, 
and the filing room of the Setzer 
Forest Products, Greenville, Calif., 
is no exception. 

Here J. H. Anderson, head filer, 
has built himself a power receeder 
rolls that cuts bench 
work time about 30° and manual 
effort about 50%. The device elimi- 
nates the problem of manually pull- 
ing the saw back through the roll, 
and a chain drive on a friction elimi- 
nates the jerkiness of a belt drive. 
With Anderson’s application the saw 
rolls smoothly in the reverse direc- 
tion and saves a lot of manual work 
when tensioning short spots in the 
saw where the filer has to make a 
number of rolls in one short spot. 

The power receeder is chain driv- 
en. Anderson puts his foot on a 
pressure lever which presses the saw 
against power driven friction rolls 
beneath the saw. The main drive on 
the roll was turning in the wrong 
direction so Anderson corrected that 
by bolting in a base and putting in 
two small gears which give a reverse 
direction in the final drive. 

The top friction roll is just an idler 
to force the saw on to the power 
friction rolls beneath. At the back 
end of his bench Anderson built a 
frame of angle iron and put in two

kinking or bending on account of 
equal pressure applied in three dif- 
ferent places. Another small wheel 
lined with rubber belting keeps the 
saw from working off the bed rolls. 


The gear on the friction drive is 5” 
and gear on the final drive on the 
roll is 3”. The friction rolls under 
the saw are 544” dia. The power re- 
ceeder runs in the reverse direction 
at a speed of about 300’ per minute.

Lakeview, Ore., Sawmill 
Is Modernized 


During winter-spring season the 
Ray Lumber Co. sawmill, at Lake- 
view, Ore., was modernized, increas- 
ing daily capacity from 17 to 25 
thousand feet. This mill has modified 
American headrig and carriage, the 
headrig V-belt driven by 150 h.p. 
Cummins diesel engine and carriage 
by electric feedworks. The edger is 
powered by Continental gas engine 
and rest of plant by electric motors, 
including rolls, transfers, trim saws 
and log haul.

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All Time High Lumber 
Production in BC 

Despite several week’s curtailment 
due to labor strikes and dry weather, 
British Columbia’s total cut last year 
was 4,938 million board feet, an all- 
time high. 

The 1952 production was 242 mil- 
lion feet higher than in 1951, but the 
total estimated value of the prov- 
ince’s forest products was not quite 
as great, being $496,506,550, com- 
pared with 1951's $504,807,930. 

Total value of lumber produced 
in British Columbia last year was 
$280,006,490, second only to 1950's 
record $303,384,304. Value of ply- 
wood production hit a new record— 
$36,572,000. Logs exported were val- 
ued at $5,400,000. 

Douglas fir again dominated the 
forest cut, being 41 percent of the 
total, with hemlock following, 19 per- 
cent, cedar 14 percent and spruce 
13 percent. 

The cut of interior mills, amount- 
ing to 1,603 million board feet, re- 
flects the expansion that has been 
under way in the areas east of the 
coastal region, traditionally the cen- 
ter of British Columbia's forest out- 
put. 

More sawmills operated in British 
Columbia last year than ever before 

-2,282. Most of the expansion was 
in the northerly (Prince George) 
area where most of the mills are 
comparatively small. 


New Pole and Wood 
Preserving Plant 

Construction of a new pole and 
wood preserving plant is nearly 
completed about four miles north of 
Eugene, Ore., on Highway 99 by the 
L. D. McFarland Co. It is planned 
to place the plant in operation about 
July 1. 

Preservative used will be penta- 
chlorophenol in petroleum oil, with 
both Douglas fir and Western red 
cedar poles being processed. Full 
length treatment of materials up to 
90’ long will be possible. The plant 
is of the most modern design and is 
100% electrified. 


APMI Gets Certificate 

Associated Plywood Mills, Inc., 
Eugene, Ore., received West Coast 
Tree Farm certificate in March cov- 
ering 27,000 acres of its forest lands 
ir Lane, Douglas and Coos counties. 
E. P. Stamm, Industrial Forestry

Associated’s long-range forest man- 
agement program aims at providing 
continuing source of raw material 
for its plywood mill at Eugene and 
sawmill at Roseburg. 
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Gail Marine Quits 
Work at Age of 82

in the Northwest lumber industry 
but who for the past eleven years 
was assistant supervisor of the Lum- 
ber Department of the Naval Air 
Station North Island, San Diego, 
Calif., has retired at the age of 82. 

Prior to coming to the Northwest, 
Mr. Marine was with the Long-Bell 
Lumber Co., in the South and later 
assistant manager of the Louisiana 
Red Cypress Co., New Orleans. 

After coming to Seattle, he was 
sales manager of the Schwager- 
Nettleton Lumber Co., later a part- 
ner in the Davis-Marine Lumber Co., 
and then salesman for the Weyer- 
haeuser Timber Co. 

Mr. Marine writes the LUMBER-

Tree Planting in South 
Carolina 


At the purchase price of only %4 
of one cent per tree, thousands of 
South Carolina landowners are again 
expected to put idle land to work by 
planting forest tree seedlings next 
winter. Now is the time to place 
orders because of the continued de- 
mand exceeding the supply, advises 
C. H. Flory, State Forester. The 
state forester says that normally, one 
thousand trees should be planted per 
acre.

AIR-DRIVEN SAWMILL CARRIAGE 


Beuhner Lumber Co., Tilla- 
mook, Oregon, is cutting timber, as 
a salvage operation, from the Tilla- 
mook Burn. The logging and haul- 
ing is contracted 


All logs over 50 inches, delivered 
to the mill, are split in half, or 
quartered, depending on their size. 
The splitter was built at the mill, 
and will handle logs up to 8 feet in 
diameter. 

The 60 inch opening, all steel, 3 
block carriage, is equipped with an 
Eimco 7% Hp geared air motor on 
the set works. The carriage weighs 
4 tons light, and was built by the 
Evergreen Equipment Co., Portland. 

The feed works, also built by 
Evergreen, is powered by two 17 
Hp Eimco pedestal mounted air mo- 
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tors. The controls for the air feed 
works are: a Midland throttling type 
control valve, and a Portland Iron 
Works diaphram compensating valve. 
During acceleration of the carriage, 
a travel distance of two to three feet, 
120 psi air is fed to the motors. 
When the carriage is up to speed the 
air pressure is reduced through the 
valving arrangement, to the point, 
about 40 psi, where it remains at 
the required speed through the saw. 
This creates a great saving in air 
consumption. 

Evergreen Equipment Co., also 
built the husk and edger. The husk 
has a 60 inch bottom saw and a 42 
inch top saw. The edger is a 12 by 
48. 


The trimmer is a 32 foot Portland 
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Iron Works, and the resaw is a 
North End Machine Works unit. 

All clean material, from the edger 
and trimmer, is put through a No. 45 
Sumner Iron Works hog. 

Air is used on the following equip- 
ment: The carriage drive, the set 
works, a Simonsen type air log 
turner, air lift to the edger, air cyl- 
inders on the trimmer and resaw. All 
of this equipment is supplied by a 
75 Hp electric Worthington com- 
pressor, with a 315 cfm rating. A 71 
cubic foot receiver is maintained at 
120 psi. 

The mill was designed to cut 60,000 
board feet per day, but is now 
cutting between 65,000 and 70,000 
feet. The mill operates one shift 
daily with 19 men.

On September 1 Pope & Talbot 
Inc., celebrated its 100th anniver- 
sary at Port Gamble, Wash. An 
estimated five thousand persons vis- 
ited Port Gamble during the day. 
More than 2,500 were served barbe- 
cued salmon dinner. 

Forty three blood relatives of 
Messrs Pope, Talbot and Walker, 
founders of the firm, were present, 
many of whom were introduced by 
Hillman Leuddemann, general man- 
ager. There were second, third and 
fourth generation members of the 
three families present. 

Present company employees, for- 
mer employees for many years back, 
from various parts of the northwest 
and countless neighbors and friends 
of the company attended the cele- 
bration 
Talbot’s Port Gamble 
mill is the oldest continuously op- 
erated sawmill west of the Missis- 
sippi and one of three oldest in the 
United States 

Mr. Leuddemann, in his remarks 
said that Pope & Talbot Inc., has 
survived panics, depressions, wars, 
deaths, timber depletion, etc. Gov. 
Burton M. Cross came all the way 
from Maine to honor the descendants 
of Maine men who established the 
industry at Port Gamble in 1853. 
Washington’s Lt. Gov. Anderson also 
spoke. The two governors unveiled 
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Pope and 


a granite block brought from Maine 
and which carries a plaque com- 
memorating the establishment of the 
company. 

The big granite boulder was ob- 
tained through the efforts of John 
Ames of Maine, a nephew of the 
late E. G. Ames, for years manager 
of Pope & Talbot's northwest opera- 
tions. 

President George A. Pope Jr. in 
a short address said the policy of 
the firm always had been not to buy 
anything it could not pay for. He 
said the company has spent $25,000,- 
000 in a post-war development pro- 
gram, and that “our company has a 
new fleet, modern mills and good 
properties.” 

He added that “The age of wood 
chemistry is upon us. Pope & Talbot 
is ready to meet that challenge. Our 
tree farms are maturing and so is the 
fourth generation of Popes, Talbots, 
and Walkers. I firmly believe that 
history will show this to be a vintage 
crop.” 

Following the early afternoon 
speaking program, the visitors were 
given a demonstration of tree felling, 
and topping.—Also logging by oxen 
and horses. Two trees of good com- 
mercial size, grown since the com- 
pany started its operations, were 
logged. 

Following the dinner on the lawn 
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of Hotel Puget there was an evening 
speaking program. The main ad- 
dress was made by Col. W. B. 
Greeley. He commented on the es- 
tablishment just a few years ago by 
Pope and Talbot of the 75,000-acre 
Hood Canal Tree Farm as evidence 
of the firm’s faith in the future. 
This land will grow wood at the rate 
of 750 board feet per acre every year, 
he said, and will supply the raw 
material to keep the Port Gamble 
sawmill operating perpetually. 

“We are not simply ending one 
century of forest history,” Greeley 
stated with vigor, “we are beginning 
a second.” 

He paid tribute to the managers 
of the century-old lumber and 
shipping firm for their wise man- 
agement and their fair policies dur- 
ing ten decades of operation.

WESTERN PINE PROGRAM 


Western Pine Association at its 
semi-annual meeting, Sept. 17-18 in 
Portland, Ore., adopted lumber mois- 
ture content specifications to become 
effective next Jan. 1; appointed dele- 
gates to Fourth American Forest 
Congress meeting Oct. 29-31 in 
Washington, D.C.; voted to hire a 
check scaler for assisting with mem- 
bers’ log scaling problems; and an- 
nounced decision to provide financial 
support for carrying out a $100,000 
national market survey recom- 
mended by NLMA. 

Western Pine Pres. U. R. Arm- 
strong, of Hallack & Howard Lum- 
ber Co., Winchester, Ida., in opening 
board of directors meeting said the 
most significant happening since the 
annual meeting last spring has been 
the return to a buyers’ market. This 
change, “a new experience to some of 
our younger members”, calls for ad- 
justments, he stated. On a long pull, 
he feels such a change is good for 
industry and the general economy. 

Better products and services in the 
lumber field offers opportunity to 
obstruct entry of substitutes, accord- 
ing to Pres. Armstrong. He urged 
patience with the new federal ad- 
ministration, which has already ef- 
fected economies and other moves in 
the direction of sound business. 

Carl E. Davidson, attorney for the 
association, told the directors he now 
feels free from efforts on part of 
departments of agriculture and in- 
terior “to take over, rule and run 
business” under the present admini- 
stration. He anticipates no further 
“unjust reprisals.” 

Sect.-Mgr. S. V. Fullaway, Jr., 
stated that the revised American 
Lumber Standards are now effective 
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and new ALS administrative setup 
will be able to function with legal 
approval in the near future. Within 
a reasonable period thereafter most 
grading agencies will apply to ALS 
board of review for grading rule ap- 
proval and for the right to publish 
such rules as conforming with Am- 
erican Lumber Standards. Moisture 
content specification are required to 
obtain ALS approval. 

Pres. Ralph R. Macartney of Na- 
tional Lumber Manufacturers Assn. 
and manager of Weyerhaeuser Tim- 
ber Co., Klamath Falls branch, pre- 
sented Leo V. Bodine, NLMA execu- 
tive vice president, who said the in- 
dustry’s economy will require better 
marketing and further product im- 
provement to maintain present high 
level of business. He pointed out im- 
provements in government already 
made by the present administration 
and that compatible tax reduction 
are expected, but can’t be expected 
to take place too rapidly. He said 
government has held “an oxygen tent 
over the American economy” so long 
that economists expect distresses if 
it be suddenly removed. Korean re- 
habilitation and use of wood in grain 
bins offer potentials as uses for in- 
dustry’s products. 

W. E. Griffee, assistant secretary- 
manager of W. P. Assn., reported on 
the current lumber outlook. Total 
volume of industrial activities is close 
to its peak and still 10% above last 
year. There will be at least one mil- 
lion housing starts next year. In- 
dustrial demand stands up well ex- 
cept for box shook which is off about 
6% from last year. Shop lumber 
demand has stood up all year and it’s 
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not expected to soften to any extend 
before next year at least. 

Reports were delivered by chair- 
men of standing committees as fol- 
lows: Forest Conservation, A. T. 
Hildman, Michigan-California Lum- 
ber Co., Camino, Cal.; Promotion, L. 
J. Carr, Sacramento Box & Lumber 
Co., Sacramento; Grading, A. J. Aga- 
ther, J. Neils Lumber Co., Libby, 
Mont.; Research, Lee Moffett, Stock- 
ton Box Co., Stockton; Statistical, 
Loyde Blakely, Brooks-Scanlon, Inc., 
Bend, Ore.; Traffic, Raymond H. Ber- 
ry, Scott Lumber Co., Inc., Burney, 
Cal.

The company hauls the plant 
sawdust to a 325 acre tract the 
company purchased and there 
spreads the sawdust on the ground. 
This accomplishes two objectives 
disposes of lumber processing resi- 
due and builds up the soil, according 
to C. H. O'Neil.

13/16 in. wide and 
from 2 to 18 in. long in 2-in. multi- 
ples. Shims are applied via the usual 
mallet method. Defects to be re- 
placed by sled patches are removed 
via a Globe defect cutter. After the 
sled patches are placed in position a 
Mann-Russell electronic patch setter 
mounted on Globe base hot-sets the 
glued patches. 

Sanding facilities consist of a new 
Yates-American S-800 8-drum san- 
der and one Globe belt sander. 

Five Hyster lift trucks—three 40’s, 
one 80 and a 60—take care of bulk 
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“veneer sleds” 


handling and transporting of veneer 
and plywood clear through produc- 
tion, processing and carloading. 

The slicing, peeling, glue spread- 
ing and pressing units work but one 
shift; drying, edge-gluing and patch- 
ing, on two-shift basis. 

A core-veneer saw, designed by 
Hubenthal and built in company 
shop, converts 100 in. veneer into 
veneers 50 in. long. The long sheets 
fed into this machine are automat- 
ically positioned for making right 
angle cut through the center, thus 
providing high utilization by elimin- 
ating irregular shapes and lengths. 

Utilization is keynoted throughout 
the veneer-plywood plant. Peeler 
cores go to a chipper for conversion 
into pulp chips and all other wood 
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residues from primary manufacture 
are converted into suitable form by 
hogs for use as fuel in the boiler 
plant. These hogs, of which there are 
three in veneer-plywood section, in- 
clude one Becker for processing 
green veneer and bark, a Diamond 
for plywood scraps, and a JB grinder 
for dry veneer trims. 

The grinding room equipment in- 
cludes specialty processing machines 
for sharpening various production 
components in this section. Among 
these components are a 112 in. Han- 
chet AK grinder for sharpening 
lathe and clipper knives, 213 in. Ca- 
pital grinder for slicer knives, Arm- 
strong circle-saw grinder, and G. M. 
Diehl grinder for the edge jointer 
cutterheads.

INTENSIVE FOREST MANAGEMENT 
PROGRAM PLANNED BY BC MILLS 


Members of the British Co- 
lumbia Lumber Manufacturers As- 
sociation have been awarded or are 
in process of negotiating with the 
provincial government for more than 
1,750,000 acres of productive forest 
land with an annual allowable cut 
of over 100,000,000 cubic feet, ac- 
cording to President A. D. Ander- 
son. 

When these forest management li- 
cense agreements are all completed 
and working plans approved, these 
companies will be committed to an 
intensive forest management pro- 
gram for a perpetual supply of raw 
material for their conversion plants. 

This was one of the progressive 
and hopeful developments referred 
to by Mr. Anderson in his report to 
the association’s annual meeting. 
Some of his other references were of 


a less encouraging nature, being a 
recital of some of the hard facts of 
last year’s turmoil and lost produc- 
tion. 

The prolonged strike in the prov- 
ince’s forest industries last year, 
said Mr. Anderson, cost the indus- 
try about $32,000,000, the wages lost 
being about $15,500,000. 

Mr. Anderson pointed out that the 
substantial loss in production on the 
coast was partly offset by an in- 
crease in output of interior sawmills 
of 115,000,000 feet over 1951, the to- 
tal cut of the interior mills being 1,- 
166,000,000 feet. The coastal mills 
manufactured about 2,171,000,000 
feet. Value of sawn lumber produced 
in B.C. last year was estimated at 
$264,400,000. 

There was also a decline in red 
cedar shingle production last year, 


the value being about $28,300,000, 
compared with $32,000,000 the pre- 
vious year. 

Plywood, on the other hand, 
showed a gratifying upturn, the val- 
ue being $36,500,000 in 1952 as 
against $34,500,000 in 1951. 

Mr. Anderson reported that du- 
ring the past year federal income 
taxes have been revised to permit 
the writing off of certain forest man- 
agement expenses and accelerated 
depreciation on access roads and 
other capital costs, thus encouraging 
better forestry. 

The association now has a mem- 
bership embracing 57 lumber and 
shingle manufacturing companies, 
operating 59 sawmills and 21 shin- 
gle mills. Five new members joined 
last year—Farris Lumber Co., L & 
K Lumber Co., McDonald Cedar 
Products, Goodridge Sawmills and 
Silvetree Sawmills. 

Mr. Anderson was returned for 
a second term as president, along 
with first vice-president L. L. G. 
Bentley and W. Lyle Macken. Exec- 
utive vice-president is L. R. An- 
drews and secretary Earl King

woods during the coming year, ac- 
cording to William Rosenfeld of 
Wilrose Agencies (Pty) Ltd., Jo- 
hannesburg, who visited the North- 
west in late August. Mr. Rosenfeld 
is also chairman of the agents section 
of the Timber and Allied Trades 


Association. 


Mr. Rosenfeld told THE LUM- 
BERMAN that economic conditions 
in South Africa are good. Mining is 
extremely active. Much lumber is 
needed in the mines. Also he said 
the government has under way or 
projected numerous projects requir- 
ing large quantities of lumber. Home 
building and industrial lumber de- 
mand, he said, may slacken some. 

Tremendous quantities of lumber 
are used for rebuilding, moderniza- 
tion and other normal purposes in 
a city like Johannesburg, which now 
has about a million population. 

Plenty of plywood, Mr. Rosenfeld 
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said, is obtainable from the sterling 
counties, so that there is not much 
chance of American plywood going 
into South Africa. There are two 
hardboard plants in South Africa 
which supply most of this product. 

There is considerable fast growing 
eucalyptus in the territory tributary 
to Johannesburg. It is used for 
lumber and for hardboard. Mr. 
Rosenfeld said there is great activity 
in the planting of eucalyptus. 

Africa took 93,667,970 feet of lum- 
ber from the Pacific Northwest 
during the first seven months of 1953, 
71,272,153 feet of which was shipped 
from B. C., which can ship lumber 
to that country duty free, while 
there is a three percent duty on 
American lumber. Africa took more 
northwest lumber than any other 
country except the UK during the 
first half of 1953. 

Mr. Rosenfeld came to the North- 
west in an effort to develop new 
sources of supply.

Following a fire last fall that de- 
stroyed most of the machinery at 
the J. & M. Lumber Company, Seeley 
Lake, Montana, Fred Johnson and 
Oscar Mood resolved that their new 
mill would incorporate features to 
reduce labor costs. Setting up quick- 
ly after the fire with a more or less 
portable mill, they have managed to 
continue operating with little time 
loss, effecting changes one at a time 
during week ends and short shut- 
down periods. 

Their Mater air dog headblocks 
and knees required some planing to 
remove warp and, of course, new 
air cylinders and valves. With rein- 
stallation of this equipment on a new 
steel carriage frame, they also in- 
stalled a Mater Oilgear feedworks to 
replace the friction feed previously 
used. 

Principal labor savings were ac- 
complished on the sawmill log deck

Old Mill Modernized 

One of the major sawmill mod- 
ernization jobs completed in the 
Southwest last Winter was that of 
the big sawmill of Saginaw & Manis- 
tee Lumber Company, Flagstaff, 
Arizona. 

The plant was given a thorough 
overhauling. Two new Klamath car- 
riages equipped with air dogs and 
sets works were installed. The two 
Filer and Stowell band mills, one 
an eight and one a nine foot, were 
overhauled and roller bearings in- 
stalled. The two edgers were rebuilt 
and new mandrels installed. A new 
deck saw was installed which re- 
placed a rig which had been in use 
for many years. 

New conveyors were installed 
throughout the mill. 

All the machine rebuilding and 
overhauling was done in the com- 
pany’s own shops, where just about 
any type of work can be handled, 
including work on logging locomo- 
tives, tractors, trucks, loaders and 
other logging equipment. 

Just recently the company in- 
stalled a Berger-Reis air tongs on 
one of its Link-Belt Speeder log 
loaders. This loader has a Maxi un- 
derbody. 

Saginaw & Manistee log not only 
for its own mill but also for the 
Southwest Lumber Mills Inc., Flag- 
staff sawmill. Logs are all from 
Forest Service lands. They are 
mostly trucked to the railroad and 
then brought to the mills in Flag- 
staff. 

The company has for years been 
one of the largest producers of 
wooden box shooks in the west. A 
large percentage of its lumber cut 
goes into shook. Due to its strategic 
location the mill has for years sup- 
plied large quantities of shook in 
the great fruit and vegetable area 
arouni Phoenix. Due to the wide 
range in products the shook demand 
has been pretty much a year around 
business. 

Officials of the company are keen- 
ly aware of inroads that have been 
made in wood shook industry by 
other types of containers but has so 
far been able to market about its 
normal amount of shook. Then com- 
pany is also greatly interested in 
new uses for lumber and also in the 
need of keeping its plant modern and 
flexible so as to be able to quickly 
adapt itself to any conditions that 
may arise. 

Since the Lumberman visited 
Flagstaff in April, plans for inte- 
grating the Saginaw & Manistee 
Lumber Co. with the Flagstaff op- 
erations of Southwest Lumber Mills, 
Inc., have materialized.

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Outstanding construction job 
Loggers succeed where contractors predicted failure. 


There’s no telling what a well- 
equipped and resourceful logger can 
do in the way of engineering and 
construction when there’s a good 
economic reason for it, and when, 
on top of the practical advantages, 
there’s a challenge attached to it— 
well, the job is as good as done. 

Take the case of Comox Logging 
& Railway Co. and MacMillan & 
Bloedel, two of the biggest logging 
operators on Vancouver Island, who 
have been sharing a main line rail- 
road in the Nanaimo Lakes district 
in shipping out the output of two of 
their camps. 

A big wooden trestle had been in 
service on this line for about ten 
years, and it required replacement, 
especially since the volume of traffic 
shows no indication of a 
during the coming decade. 


decline 


But both companies concerned felt 
that it would be more satisfactory, 
in the long run, to replace the 
wooden trestle with an earth fill. 
However, such a project was a for- 
midable one; it would require a 
tremendous amount of earth moving, 
and private contractors consulted 
showed an unusual lack of interest 
It was just too big for them and they 
figured that it would cost an ex- 
cessive amount, anyway. 

When the loggers said, well, they'd 
go ahead and build the fill them- 
selves if necessary, the contractors 
smiled. “Go ahead”, they taunted. 
“You'll find out, the hard way, that 
what we said was true., It just can’t 
be done—on a paying basis.” 

That was just the extra incentive 
for the loggers—the “dare” that sent 
them into action. What was finally 
accomplished—and all in the brief 
span of about three weeks—exem- 
plified the changes that have taken 
place in the timber industry of the 
Pacific coast in the last few years, 
the ability of logging operators to 
undertake and carry through to suc- 
cess a major feat of engineering. 

“Two points of interest occur to 
me”, says R. J. Filberg, vice-presi- 
dent and general manager of Comox 
Logging & Railway Co., who first 
brought this project to the attention 
of The LUMBERMAN. “One of 
them is that these companies had 
sufficient equipment to complete a 
job of this magnitude in so short a 
time and the other is that they rec- 
ognized that under an effective sus- 
tained yield policy permanent for- 
estry necessitates permanent roads.” 

Clyde Davis, Comox Logging’s 
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construction foreman, was placed in 
direct charge of the job, advised by 
John Duncan, the company’s chief 
engineer, and William Latta, of the 
MacMillan & Bloedel engineering 
staff. 

The fill was built parallel to the 
wooden trestle that will ultimately 
be replaced. It is 650 feet long and 
required 159,000 cubic yards of 
gravel and earth. It has an 18 foot 
wide top and stands 109 feet feet 


, 


above the culvert, cribbed 8 feet high 
at the end 5 feet by six feet with 24 
inch square cedar timbers. 

Three shovels—a 1% yard North- 
west and a 3% yard P&H, both owned 
by MacMillan & Bloedel, and a one- 
yard Lorain shovel, were operated 
on a 24-hour basis, under floodlight 
at night, together with four Cater- 
pillar D8 bulldozers and a fleet of 
eleven trucks mostly of 10 yards 
capacity which were hired by Co- 
mox. The whole job was paid for by 
the two companies on a 50-50 ar- 
rangement, with equipment and per- 
sonnel being pooled. Actually, only 
19 days’ work was involved.

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Brazil Site of New Hardboard Plant 


A new forest products indus- 
try for South America is the hard- 
board plant being constructed at 
Jundiai, in the State of Sao Paulo, 
Brazil. A company known as the 
Duratex S. A. Indstria e Comercio 
plans to begin turning out commer- 
cial quantities of Eucalyptus hard- 
board in early 1954. 

The new mill will use a wet pro- 
cess already perfected and in use by 
Eucalyptus hardboards plants in 
South Africa. Most of the new 
equipment will come from Sweden, 
plus also Germany (a Siempelkamp 
hydraulic press) and France. Ca- 
pacity of the mill is 12,000 tons an- 
nually. 

There has been an industrial boom

ard mill), the tote crossing three 
summits of 6,000 to 8,000 ft. eleva- 
tion, according to Ed. Morgan, shop 
foreman. 

Early in June, when the organi- 
zation opened up _high-elevation 
roads, there was 100 in. of snow at 
Deadwood Summit. At that time 
it was expected to start hauling 
late in the month or early in July. 

Fourteen of the organization’s 16 
trucks—12 Kenworths and 4 Ster- 
lings, all powered by 300 h.p. Cum- 
mins diesel engines—will operate 
on this haul.

B. C. DEVELOPING A NEW 
DRY PROCESS HARDBOARD 


Production of wallboard from 
wood waste is one of the projects 
currently being undertaken by the 
British Columbia Research Council 
at its Vancouver laboratory. 

The work is so far in the experi- 
mental stage, and the Council is re- 
luctant to give out any details of the 
processes developed. However, con- 
siderable progress has been made on 
the wood waste tests, which involve 
cedar exclusively. 

About 50 percent of the felled tree 
is wasted even today, according to 





B. C. Wage Agreement 

British Columbia’s coastal saw- 
mill and logging operators and their 
32,000 employees have agreed to 
accept the recommendation of a con- 
ciliation board which was appointed 
to conduct wage negotiations. Basic 
rate of $1.49 an hour was recom- 
mended by the board, and this was 
accepted by the union and the op- 
erators. The basic rate previously 
in effect was $1.35 an hour. The 
union had asked for 10 cents an hour 
more than the board proposed. The 
operators had originally opposed any 
increase on the ground that market 
conditions were less favorable. For 
a few days there was a_ prospect 
that some of the smaller operators 
would not accept the findings, but 
eventually they all signed, even 
though some camps or mills may 
have to curtail production.

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ihe Council. Two years ago investi- 
gations were responsible for the dis- 
covery that finely ground western 
red cedar sawdust could be hot- 
pressed to give a much firmer mass 
than other common western woods 
such as Douglas fir and hemlock. 
Since then, the possibility of using 
this property to make a waliboard 
from waste cedar sawdust has been 
studied in detail. A process has now 
been developed which produces a 
board whose strength, nailability, 


paintability and resistance to water 
are of a high order, according to 
scientists with the Research Council, 
who report that the cost of producing 
the board commercially appears rea- 
sonable. 


The starting material is a waste 
product, no added binder is used, the 
process is dry and the pressing cycle 
is short. A patent has been applied 
for and discussions are being held 
with possible manufacturers for the 
application of the process. 

British Columbia’s Research Coun- 
cil is supported by the provincial 
government and private industry in 
the province.

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Cedar Brick 

N. R. Flynn, who has been in the 
sawmill business at McBride, B. C., 
for the past two years, writes THE 
LUMBERMAN that he has devel- 
oped a product of his own which he 
calls Flynn cedar brick. It is made 
from the outer shell of hollow cedars 
which are split into “pie-shaped 
rails” and squared 4% x 3% inches 
and then planed to 4 x 3 with 
tongue and groove on 4 inch sur- 
faces. These are cut into one foot 
lengths to make a brick shaped 
block with one board foot in each 
one. 

Corner blocks, add Mr. Flynn, 
are dadoed to fit like an ordinary 
brick corner. This type of building 
is guaranteed to cut the cost of a 
building by at least one quarter, 
according to Mr. Flynn, as_ these 
bricks build up much faster than a 
frame building. 

The blocks are in the patent stage 
now and the McBride lumberman 
hopes to do more with them com- 
mercially in the near future. The 
cedar bricks are assembled with 
glue, using one or two small nails 
in each.

New Log Boom Technique 

By use of two Baier steel pond 
boats, manned by Olen McDonald 
and Earl Free, and one log slip man, 
the Collins Pine Co., Chester, Calif., 
keeps traffic moving in the 41 acre 
pond, and the logs segregated as to 
species—ponderosa and sugar pine, 
white fir, red fir and cedar. 

Logs are segregated for species by 
McDonald and Free, and sent into 
pockets and booms. Booms are made 
out of logs, with boom dogs, and 4 
cable. In the fall the booms get 
sawed up with the rest of the logs, 
and by springtime the only booms 
left in the pond are the two perma- 
nent ones. 

Mets Lerwill, sawmill superin- 
tendent, says that he’s going to do 
away with these permanent booms 
too, if he can figure out a way to do 
it. He says that they just take up 
valuable space in the pond, that 
could be used by saw logs. 

The permanent booms have gates 
through which logs can be shoved 
by the pond boats and the booms 
are anchored to concrete blocks at 
the bottom of the pond. 

The two 16’ Baier steel pond boats 
are powered with Chrysler Crown 
marine engines. The pond men, 
McDonald and Free. Lerwill, and 
Bill Carr, the shop foreman, all 
teamed together to make some addi- 
tions of their own to the Baier 
boats. 

The pond men had the idea of 
fitting a “plow” on the bow of the 
boat. This is to catch the top of a 
“bobber”, and drag it along in the 
direction desired. The “plow” is 
half-moon shaped, about 18” be- 


tween the horns and is made of 14” 
steel. The inside of the horn is sharp 
so that it will hold the logs firmly

As preset pressure is attained, and 
the high pressure pump motor cuts 
out, excess oil, pumped during 
coast of motor, by-passes through 
a solenoid valve to prevent over- 
ride of pressure. Smooth! 

So too, a special pilot operated 
drain valve provides for the 
smooth release of pressure and 
rapid press opening at end of cycle.

Wisconsin Silver Forestry 
Conference 


Wisconsin’s Silver Anniversary

It is financed by 
contributions from various forest in- 
dustrial concerns and allied private 
institutions. 
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Ottinger Analyses 
Plywood Situation 


At the recent annual meeting of 
the United States Plywood Corp., 
President Lawrence Ottinger, had 
the following to say about the Doug- 
las fir and hardwood plywood indus- 
tries: 

“The Douglas fir plywood industry 
on the Coast has expanded so rapidly 
that it is being overproduced in re- 
lation to present consumption even 
though that consumption, industry- 
wise and company-wise, is the high- 
est in history. The challenge is 
being met by a vigorously and in- 
telligently conducted promotion 
campaign as a joint effort of all of 
the manufacturers through the 
Douglas Fir Plywood Association. 
With the raw material situation such 
that those of the newcomers who 
do not own their own timber, will 
find it difficult to obtain logs, a 
balance between production and 
consumption is likely to be reached 
before too long although the short- 
term prospect for the industry is 
somewhat in doubt.” 

“Company-wise this is not too 
important since we buy from con- 
tract mills on an adjusted price 
basis 75% of the fir plywood which 
we market.” 

“The hardwood plywood market 
has been strong and satisfactory, 
especially for the high quality ma- 
terials which the company produces 
The importation of Hardwood Ply- 
woods from Japan, the Scandinavian 
countries and from Africa has been 
expanding rapidly and may require 
serious attention if they continue. 
Our company has been and is im- 
porting substantial quantities quite 
profitably, made by our 
policy of expanding our sales or- 
ganization beyond the capacity of 
our plants.”

“It is not generally known that we 
are one of the larger lumber pro- 
ducers. Our sales of lumber last 
year approximated $10,800,000. We 
are intensifying our lumber activi- 
ties by taking on the distribution of 
other producers and anticipate that 
this will add materially to our vol- 
ume.” 

“Products other than fir plywood 
now represent 64% of our business 
and it is our aim to increase thei 
importance in our activities.” 

“We have continued to enlarge our 
timber resources against the cer- 
tain day when only those in our 
industry who control their own tim- 
ber will be able to function.” 

“An excellent first quarter is be- 
hind us and business is continuing 
to run at about the same level. 
While we cannot predict the effects 
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of a slow-down in general business, 
we are confident that we will more 
than hold our own under whatever 
conditions we may have to face as 
we always have in the past.” 


Hardwood Plywood to 
Push Sales 

Hardwood plywood is a rapidly 
growing, practical and _ profitable 
distribution item for building ma- 
terial outlets, said R. D. (Dick) 
Behm, newly appointed Director of 
Trade Promotion for Hardwood 
Plywood Institute, at the Sun Valley 
meeting of National Plywood Dis- 


tributors Association held June 25. 

Recently, the group of hardwood 
plywood manufacturers, known as 
the Southern Plywood Manufactur- 
ers Association, with headquarters 
in Atlanta, Georgia, voted to merge 
into one body with the Hardwood 
Plywood Institute. The expanded 
Hardwood Plywood Institute, whose 
headquarters are at 600 S. Michi-

ARCH LINE DEVELOPED BY LOGGERS

We may produce the ropes for log- 
ging operations and design them in our 
engineering department but it’s the 
loggers themselves who “call the shots” 
when it comes to developing the best 
ropes for long service and easy hand- 
ling. 

The advice of many loggers over a 
period of years is primarily responsible 
for the development of a rope which 
we are convinced is doing an outstand- 
ing job in the logging industry today— 
Bethlehem’s Type A Archline. The 
many loggers who use Type A agree 
with us on that score. Their wire rope 
problems have dwindled steadily since 
we first introduced Type A in 1939. 

A completely new design at the time, 
it was intended to solve wire rope 
problems in the woods by combining 
maximum flexibility with maximum 
strength.

in logging operations often caused the 
smaller “filler” wires, essential in many 
rope constructions, to snap and pro- 
trude. This “wickering” constituted a 
serious safety hazard and was repson- 
sible for cutting the hands of many a 
logger. 

The fina! problem and probably the 
most important was one of economics 
Wire rope which suffered from the 
above defects simply didn’t last long 
enough. 

On the other hand, wire rope is the 
most expendable of all the machinery 
and equipment the industry uses. As a 
purely economic matter, abuse of the 
rope could not be eased by increasing

If none of the other equipment 
could be changed, rope had to be de- 
veloped which would withstand all the 
abuse it received in the woods

Well-designed burner conveyors 
are usually a trouble-free spot in any 
plant but there is a constant concern 
about the head shaft and bearings 
mounted above the fire itself. Here in 
the dirty soot, grimy smudge and tre- 
mendous temperatures, bearings are 
expected to operate trouble free day 
after day without proper maintenance 
afforded their many companions in the 
balance of the mill. Many other meth- 
ods have been employed to reduce 
maintenance costs on this important 
conveyor. The universal problem has

trained “Transmissioneer” on the staff 
of J. W. Minder Chain & Gear Co., 
Portland, Ore., by the conversion of 
Dodge Timken Special Duty pillow- 
blocks to water-cooled bearings. This 
block is sealed both off and on the 
shaft, and as equipped with automotive 
type piston ring seals, it is prepared to 
keep out the dirt, soot and grime, the 
predominant inhabitants inside the 
burner. Third, the housing construc- 
tion possesses a cored-out chamber 
which allows the water to circulate 
around the bearing unit. Its other fea- 


tures include the tapered adapter 
sleeve, full self alignment and heavy 
duty Timken roller bearings. 


Pillowblock Adapted for Pipe 

The converting of a pillowblock to 
water cooling involves removal of the 
bearing unit from the housing and 
drilling the lower half and tapping to 
accommodate half-inch common water 
pipe. 

The alemite fitting is removed and 
one-eighth inch copper tube is con- 
nected to the grease plug and led 
around the bearing unit and inserted 
into the input water line. This line ex- 
tends outside the burner and the grease 
line is sealed through a tee connection 
with the other point of the tee con- 
nected to the water supply. The dis- 
charge line which is hooked up on the 
opposite side of the bearing can be fed 
back and allowed to run into the con- 
veyor trough for the purpose of chain 
lubrication, or tied into a full circulat- 
ing system. High water pressures are 
not required and the circulation of wa- 
ter will keep the bearing temperature 
down to the point where the grease 
will at all times remain in the bearing.
